ACTOR MANTELL'S SON 
SHOOTS SELF TO DEATH 


Ends Life in Hollywood as 
Mother, Genevieve Hamper, 
is About to Return to Stage

Bhe writer of extortion notes to 
eight St. Louisans has been caught 
by Postoffice Inspectors and police. 
He is a 19-year-old high school 
student of a prominent family, As- 
sistant District Attorney C. J. 
Stattler told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. Stattler said he would 
not prosecute the youth because “I 
don’t think he’s quite bright.” 
The first letters, written early in 
September, were addressed to six 
St.-Louisans whose names were 
taken from social items in newspa- 
Efforts to catch the writer 
at that time failed, and he aban- 
doned his first victims-to-be and 


concentrated on two others, whose 
names are being withheld. 
notes to them he mentioned his 
own name as a victim of a kid- 
naping band and it was through 
this lead that the officers caught 
him. 


Tells of Discrimination. 


“We watched him for some days,” 
Stattler said, “and then, several 
days ago Postoffice Inspector A. J. 
Burt and some city detectives ar- 
rested him. We have been holding 
him since, and yesterday, we talked 
to him. He told us that he thought 
his family had prruegret &, 
against him in favor of his bro 

ers, and had not allowed him any 
spending money. This was his plan 
to get some spending money. 
“I am not going to prosecute this 
young fellow. However, 
warned him that I am putting all 
the evidence in this case on file, 
and if he is ever arrested for any 
offense, he will be prosecuted on 
a charge of using the mails in a 
scheme to extort. He has, of course, 
admitted the whole thing to me. 
have, in effect, paroled him to his 
father.” 
The extortion letters, demanding 
$4000, and in some cases $5000, 
threatened, in case the police were 
notified, “that you will regret it as 
long as your mind is clear-to rea- 
Specifically the threat in 
each concerned “the balloon, an 
envelope filled with the most dead- 
ly gas known which can easily be 
sent through the mail and is harm- 
less except to the person opening 
it.”

Jones of the R. F. C., Clark “earn- 
estly protested” against Kemper’s 
appointment to head the Kansas 
City Committee, 
Kemper’s acquisition of the Kansas 
City, Mexico & Orient Railroad “for 
less than $40,000 in cash” was a “na- 
tional scandal.” 
Clark also pointed out that Kem- 
“vigorously protesting” 
against a Government suit for about 
$800,000 of back taxes growing out 
of the Orient deal. The Missouri 
Senator further declared that Kem- 
per was a banker and through his 
family connections, might be said 
to be a “chain banker” and that his 
activities as chairman of the Liqui- 
~} dation Coramittee might be inimical 
to .the restoration of closed banks 
to business. In general, Clark said 
that he felt that Kemper’s appoint- 
ment would not inspire confidence. 

Kemper’s Letter.

New York Times—Mr. Roose- 
velt’s concluding remark, in his ra- 
dio broadcast of Sunday, taken as 
a declaration of policy in the plain 
meaning of the language, was un- 
doubtedly reassuring. His promise 
that “Government credit will be 
maintained” and that “a sound cur- 
rency will accompany a rise in the 
American commodity price level” 
is a clear repudiation of the fiat- 
money agitation and, more particu- 
larly, of the dermand of Senator 
Norris and his fellow inflationists 
that maturing Government obliga- 
tions be paid off in paper money 
printed for the purpose. The rea- 
son why prices for farm products 
have declined from their highest 
level of July, he sets forth frankly, 
is that in July “the push came in 
part from pure speculation by péo- 
ple who could not tell you the dif- 
ference between wheat and rye.” 

It is to be regretted that the finan- 
cial part of the broadcast message 
is not framed in the same intelligi- 
ble language. On the markets, as 
in the every-day exchange of views 
by citizens, yesterday’s discussion of 
it consisted mostly of conjecture or 
dispute as to what was the actual 
meaning of one or another para- 
graph. Even the proposal for buy- 
ing newly mined: gold through the

Testifies Abductors Were 
Not Afraid of City Police 
but Would Not Take 
Chance on Mail.

CHICAGO, Oct. 24—John (Jake 
the Barber) Factor of Chicago told 
the Senate Committee hearing on 
crime and rack teering today that 
only the Federal Government could 


halt kidnaping. 

Blinking into Kleig lights and 
motion picture cameras, Factor 
spoke from experience. He was @& 


kidnaping victim several months 
ago and his 18year-old son was 
kidnaped only a few weeks before 
that. 

“The kidnapers aren’t afraid of 
the city police,” Factor said, “be- 
cause they’ve gotten away with too 
much before.” 

“When certain negotiations wert 
under way for my release,” he said, 
“T asked the kidnapers to write a 
letter to my wife. 

‘They refused point blank to have 
anything to do with the mail. They 
know the Federal Government nev- 
er lets up.” 

Factor, who became an interna- 
tional speculator after starting as 
a Chicago barber, reportedly paid 
more than $100,000 for release of 
his son and himself. 

Factor is fighting extradition to 
England, where he is accused of 
defrauding British stock investors 
out of millions of dollars. 

Tells of His Captivity. 

Factor furnished a dramatic ac- 
count of his captivity. He said the 
kidnapers preyed on his fear and 
on occasions treated him brutally. 

“One night they brought out a 
blow torch and threatened to burn 
my feet,” he continued. “Some- 
times they would hit me when they 
thought I was not telling the truth 
in answer to their questions.” 

Factor said one of the kidnapers, 
“T always call him my friend,” had 
interceded for him when the oth- 
ers were brutal. He gazed into the 
cameras and said, “Among six or 
seven bad men you always find one 
with some good in his heart.” 

Senator Louis Murphy of Iowa 
agreed with Factor that the Feder- 
al Government was the best agency 
to fight kidnapers, but added that 
its resources were too limited to 
work on every case. 

“Oh, sure,” Factor replied, “but 
they ought to co-operate to the full- 
est extent. That’s the only way to 
beat them.” 

Ex-Prosecutor Testifies. 

George E. Q. Johnson, the former 
Federal prosecutor who sent Al 
Capone to prison, told the commit- 
tee intimidation of witnesses has 
been an almost insurmountable ob- 
stacle in prosecuting gangsters. 

“There were 700 murders in Chi- 
cago from 1921 to 1932, mostly atro- 
cious killings by gangsters of vic- 
tims who never had a chance,” he 
said. “Some of them were pros- 
pective witnesses in criminal cases.” 

Johnson said he thought a ver- 
dict of 10 to 2, instead of unani- 
mous, should be sufficient to con- 
vict in criminal cases. 

Steve Sumner, head of the Chi- 
cago Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union, 
Said he paid $50,000 ransom for a 
union officer who had been kid- 
maped by gangsters seeking to gain 
control of the union and its $1, 
000,000 treasury. Racketeers have 
made it necessary, he said, to turn 
the union headquarters into an 
armed fort to keep the organization 
in honest hands.

The Warren theory, which it 
seems plain the President has 
espoused in this new device, is in 
the sense based upon stabilization 
of the exchange market. The War- 
ren theory rests on the assumption 
—an assumption not shared, it 
might be added, by the country’s 
leading monetary authorities—that 
the price of gold is the ultimate 
determinant of the price of com- 
modities, Therefore, what we may 
fairly expect to happen under the 
new scheme will be no use of the 
new powers of the Government to 
steady the dollar abroad. Instead, 
they will be used, first, to depre- 
ciate the value of the currency 
through bidding up the price of 
gold at home; second, to see that 
this process of domestic price-rais- 
ing is not nullified by rising dollar 
quotations in the foreign exchange 
market. Under the pleasant-sound- 
ing process of “buying gold” in the 
world market, the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation would be sell- 
ing dollars, and thus, theoretically 
at least, accentuating the price rise 
at home. 

Viewed in the light of these 
facts, there is only one way accur- 
rately to describe this latest sur- 
prise move on the part of the Presi- 
dent. It is a second “shot in the 
arm,” devised to make the farmer 
fee] better for the time being and 
revive the drooping recovery pro- 
gram, rapidly going from bad to 
worse. Like all such doses, it can 
cure nothing. It will merely serve 
to add a fresh element of uncer 
tainty to an already’ gravely dis- 
turbed situation. The patient may 
temporarily feel better. In the end 
he will be worse off than before, 
and a demand for a third and 
stronger “shot in the arm” will 
come all too soon from the infla- 
tionists.

STATE GASOLINE TAX 


Senator Bales Suggests 4 Cents 
a Gallon Instead of Bond 
Issue Governor Urges.

Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 24. — 
A resolution for an amendment to 
increase the State gasoline tax from 
2 to 4 cents a gallon, as a substi- 
tute for Gov. Park’s plan for a 
$15,000,000 bond issue, was intro- 
duced yesterday by Senator Bales 
of Shannon County. 

The proposel is that the addi- 
tional tax, which would amount to 
about $9,000,000 a year, should be 
divided between the public school 
fund and a fund to rebuild the penal 
and eleemosynary institutions, one- 
third to the schools and two-thirds 
to the institutions. Bales said this 
would mean between $12,000,000 
and $14,000,000 for the institutions 
and would be supplemented by a 
grant of between $4,000,000 and $5,- 


000,000 from the Federal Emer- 
gency Administration of Public 
Works. 


The Governor proposed his bond 
issue for the institutions, which, he 
said, would require $20,000,000, of 
which $15,000,000 would be obtained 
from the bond issue and $5,000,000 
from the Federal Government. 

Under the Bales plan the pro- 
ceeds would go to the purposes 
named for two years, after which 
the tax would end unless the State 
automobile license fees had been 
reduced. In that case the tax 
would continue and go to the State 
Highway Department fund to make 
up the loss which would ensue from 
a reduced automobile license fund. 
The Legislature, however, would 
have power to divert it to other 
purposes. 

Bales said he believed his plan 
would accomplish the same pur- 
pose as a bond issue and would 
not create a large debt to be paid 
in the future. 

Senator Joffee of Kansas City in- 
troduced a liquor control bill pro- 
viding for sale of intoxicating 
liquors in State liquor stores, a bill 
to increase the tax on 3.2 per cent 
beer from 1 cent to 8 cents a gal-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Twen- 

ty-five Negroes in St. Louis own 

houses worth $20,000 or more, ac- 

cording to figures made public by 

the Census Bureau today. 

The value of the average Negro- 


owned-and-occupied dwelling in the 
city is $5098 as compared with an 
average of $4080 for the 15 cities 
having a Negro population of more 
than 50,000, the figures show. 

Only 44 St. Louis Negro houses 
are worth $1000 or less. Classifica- 
tion of the 2198 Negro-owned dwell- 
ings according to value shows the 
largest group of 647 ranges in value 
from $3000 to $4999. The second 
largest group is that from $5000 to 
$7499. It contains 586 houses.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—*Con- | 
structive experimentation” in behalf | 


of the Negroes of America in con- 
templated by the Federal Govern- 


ment to improve the economic and 


socia] status of the 12,000,000 per- 
sons who compose. the country’s 
largest racial minority. 

Preliminary studies by those in 
charge of formulating a program 
have disclosed that about 1,000,000 
Negro tenant farmers have been 
adversely affected by acreage cur- 
tailment and that the effect of the 
operation of NRA codes has tended 
te substitute white for Negro labor 
and has increased the percentage 
of Negroes on relief rolls, 

The administration was said to 
regard the economie status of the 
Negro one of its serious problems. 
Officials estimated that 11,000,000 
of the 12,000,000 Negro population 
came within the range of those 


whose buying power the Govern- 
ment is trying to raise. Within the 
past few weeks, two new positions 
of importance have been created in 
executive departments to deal par 
ticularly with economic problems 
affecting the Negro. 
Roper and Ickes Act. 

Secretary Roper, a North Caro- 
lina man, last week created a Negro 
division of the Foreign and Domes- 
tic Bureau of the Commerce De- 
partment and named Eugene Kin- 
kle Jones, New York, a widely 
known Negro leader, to head 1. 
The division was charged with con- 
sultative responsibility in connec- 
tion with problems that “immedt!- 
ately affect the business and eco- 
nomie life.” 

A few weeks ago, Secretary of 
Interior Ickes, a Northern man, ap- 
pointed Dr. Clark Howell Foreman, 
Atlanta, nephew of the publisher, 
Clark Howell, adviser to the Secre- 
tary on the economic status of the 
Negro. The Commerce Department 
is concerned primarily with the Ne- 
gro business man’s problems; the 
Interior Department with social and 
economic problems of the race as 
a unit. 

Preliminary surveys have shown 
not only that Negro tenants are 
losing out along with white ten- 
ants in acreage curtailment, but 
that the codes calling for increased 
wages have not affected the two 
occupations in which the Negro is 
primarily employed in the South: 
farming and domestic service. They 
have been forced, on the other hand, 
to pay higher prices for their food- 
stuffs, which come in the necessi- 
ties classes. 


Crowded Out of Jobs. 


It has been ascertained, too, that 
in a great many cases, increases in 
wages made mandatory under NRA 
codes have operated against the Ne- 
gro. He has been crowded out in 
favor of white persons, even in oc- 
cupations in which he formerly had 
preponderance. Officials said this 
was due to the fact that white peo- 
ple who formerly refused menial 
positions now accepted them. 

In a Southern city that officials 
said was fairly typical, 1500 cases 
were closed by relief workers in 
September. Of them 1300 were 
white and 200 Negroes, indicating 
that whites were going back to 
work in greater proportion than Ne- 
groes. The proportion should be 
60 per cent white and 40 per cent 
Negro, based on population figures. 

Authorities expect the relief sur- 
vey now under way to disclose the 
extent of unemployment among Ne- 
groes. They estimated it at 1,500, 
000 minimum, which is higher than 
the average for the total popula- 
tion. 


Spe.zal Public Works Projects. 


To meet a situation which he 


considers growing worse rather 
than better, Dr. Foreman is en- 
deavoring to guarantee the Negro 
his share of jobs under the public 
works program and Secretary 
Ickes has issued orders there shall 
be no discrimination either in em- 
ployment or rates of pay on public 
works programs. 

Ickes is endeavoring, too, to ob- 
tain special consideration to pro}- 
ects submitted by Negro leaders de-| 
signed to improve the race’s e¢co- 
nomic and social status, including 
housing and subsistence programs. 

Negro leaders are being urged to} 
canvass the possibilities of incor- 
porating communities eligible to re« 
ceivé loans under the law for pub- 
lic works.

- What Are Fair Selling Practices 


“Toss Leaders” to Attract Trade Are Out- 
lawed—Collective Bargaining Provisions 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24. — Main 
points of the retail code’s provi- 
sions follow: 
Effective date: Oct. 30. ° 
In the wage differentiations, the 
term “South” means Virginia, West 
Virginia, Maryland, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, \ Florida, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, New Mexico, Texas and 
the District of Columbia. 
“Population” is determined by ref- 
erence to the 1930 census. 

Collective Bargaining. 
(A) Employes shall have the 
right to organize and bargain col- 
'lectively through representatives of 
their own choosing and shall be free 
from the interference, restraint, or 
coercion of employers of labor, or 
their agents, in the designation of 
such representatives or in self-or- 
ganization or in other concerted ac- 
tivities for the purpose of collective 
bargaining or other mutual aid or 
protection. 
(B) No employe and no one seek- 
ing employment shall be required 
as a condition of employment to 
join any company union or to re- 
frain from joining, organizing or 
assisting a labor organization of 
his own choosing. 
(C) Employers shall comply with 
the maximum hours of labor, min- 
imum rates of pay and other con- 
ditions of employment, approved: or 
prescribed by the President. 
Child Labor. 

No person under the age of 16 
years shall be employed, except that 
persons 14 and 15 years of age may 
be employed either, 
(A) For a period not to exceed 
three hours per day on six days 
per week, or 
(B) For‘one day per week, such 
day not to exceed eight hours. 
In either case, all such hours of 
work shall be between 7 a. m. and 7 
p. m. and shall not conflict with 
the employe’s hours of day school. 
It is provided, however, that no 
person under the age of 16 years 
shall be employed in delivering 
merchandise from motor vehicles. 


Basic Store and Working Hours. 

Group A—Any establishment may 
elect to remain open for business 
less than 56 hours but not less than 
52 hours per week, unless its store 
hours were less than 52 hours prior 
to June 1, 1933, in which case such 
establishment shall not reduce its 
store hours; no employe of these 
establishments shall work more 
than 40 hours per week, nor more 
than eight hours per day, nor more 
than six days per week. 

Group B—Any establishment may 
elect to remain open for business 
56 hours or more per week but less 
than 63 hours per week; no em- 
ploye of such establishment shall 
work more than 44 hours per week, 
nor more than nine hours per day, 
nor more than six days per week. 
Group C—Any establishment may 
elect to remain open for business 63 
hours or more per week; no em- 
ploye of such establishment shall 
work more than 48 hours per week, 
nor more than 10 hours per day, 
nor more than six days per week. 
No employe not included in the 
foregoing paragraphs shall work 
more than 40 hours per week, nor 
more than eight hours per day nor 
more than six days per week. 

Any establishment may at any 
time increase its store hours, pro- 
vided it maintains the basic em- 
ploye work week of the group in 
which it originally elected to oper- 
ate. 

May Reduce Hours, Not Wages. 
Any establishment may, for a pe- 
riod not to exceed three months 
during the summer, temporarily re- 
duce its store hours, but the weekly 
wages of its employes shall not on 
that account be reduced. 

The maximum periods of labor 
prescribed shall not apply to pro- 
fessional persons employed and 
working at their profession, or to 
outside salesmen, outside collectors, 
watchmen, guards and store detec- 
tives. 

The maximum periods_ of labor 
prescribed shall not apply to main- 
tenance and outside service em- 
ployes; but such employes shall not 
work more than six hours per week 
above the maximum hours per week 
otherwise prescribed unless they are 
paid at the rate of time and one- 
third for overtime. . 

| Executives receiving $35 or more 
per week in cities of over 500,000 
population, or receiving $30 or more 
per week in cities of 100,000 to 500,- 
000 population, or receiving $27.50 
or more per week in cities of 25,000 
to 100,000 population, or receiving 
$25 or more per week in cities, 
towns, villages and other places un- 
der 25,000 population, may work in 
excess of the maximum periods of 
labor prescribed. 

In the South, executives paid not 
less than 10 per cent below the 
wages just specifiei may work in 
excess of such maximum periods. 


Peak Periods. 
At Christmas, inventory and oth- 
er peak times, for a period not to 
exceed two weeks in the first six 
months of the calendar year and 
not to exceed three weeks in the 
second six months, an employe 
whose basic work week is 40 hours 
may work not more than 48 hours 
per week and nine hours per day; 
an employe whose basic work week 
is 44 hours may work not more 
than 52 hours per week and nine 
and one-half hours per day; an em- 
ploye whose basic work week is 48 
hours may work not more than 56 
hours per week and 10 hours per 
day. All such work may be without 
the payment of overtime.

1933, by not less than 20 per cent, 
provided that this shall not require 
an increase in wages to mere than 
the rate of $10 per week and pro- 
vided further that no employe shall 
be paid less than at the rate of $9 
per week; within cities, towns, vil- 
lages and other places under 2500 
population the wages of all classes 
of employes shall be increased from 
the rates existing on June 1, 1933, 
by not less than 20 per cent, provid- 
ed that this shall not require an in- 
crease in wages to more than the 
rate of $9 per week.

Limitations Upon Price Increases. 

,No retailer shall increase the price 
of any merchandise sold after the 
effective date of this code over the 
price existing June 1, 1933, by more 
than is made necessary by the 
amount of increases in production, 
operating, replacement, and or in- 
voice costs of merchandise, and or 
by taxes or other costs resulting 
from action take pursuant to the 
National Industrial Recovery Act 
and—or the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act since June 1, 1933, and in 
setting such price increases retail- 
ers shall give full weight to prob- 
able increases in sales volume. 

Prior Contracts: 

Where costs of executing con- 
tracts entered into before June 16, 
1933, by any retailer for the pur- 
chase of goods at fixed prices for 
delivery during duration of this 
code are increasea by the applica- 
tion of the provisions of the Nation- 
al Industrial Recovery Act and-or 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act, it 
is deemed equitable that appropri- 
ate adjustments of such contracts 
to reflect such increased costs ac- 
tually incurred be arrived at by 
mutual agreement or arbitral pro- 
ceedings or otherwise, and the Na- 
tional Retail Trade council is con- 
stituted an agency to assist. 


“Loss Leaders Unfair.” 

To prevent unfair competition 
against local merchants, the use 
of the so-called “loss leader” is 
hereby declared to be an unfair 
trade practice. These “loss lead- 
ers” are articles often sold below 
cost to the merchant for the pur- 
pose of attracting trade. This prac- 
tice results, of course, either ‘in, ef- 
forts by the merchant to make up 
the loss by charging more than a 
reasonable profit for other articles, 
or else in driving the small mer- 
chant with little capital out of legi- 
timate business. It works back 
against the producer of raw materi- 
als on farms and in industry and 
against the labor so employed. 

This declaration against the use 
of “loss leaders” by the storekeeper 
does not prohibit him from selling 
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an article without any profit to 
himself. But the selling price of 
articles to the consumer should in- 
clude an allowance for actual 
wages of store labor, to be fixed 
and published from time to time 
by the trade authority hereinafter 
established. 

.Such an allowance for labor need 
not be included in the selling price 
of any article of food, or be applied 
by storekeepers doing business only 
in communities of less than 
population which are not part of a 
larger trade area. 

Provided, however, that any re- 
tailer may sell any article of mer- 
chandise at a price as low as the 
price set by any competitor in his 
trade area on merchandise which 
is identical or essentially the same, 
if such competitor’s price is set in 
conformity with the foregoing pro- 
vision. <A retailer who thus re- 
duces a price to meet a competi- 
tor’s price as above defined shall 
not be deemed to have violated the 
provisions of this section if such 
retailer immediately notifies the 
nearest representative retail trade 
organization of such action and all 
facts pertinent thereto. 


“Retailers Shall Comply.” 

All retailers shall comply with the 
following trade practices: 

No retailer shall use. yoke se 
whether printed, radio or display 
or of any other nature, which is in- 
accurate in any material particular 
or misrepresents merchandise (in- 
cluding its use, trade-mark, grade, 
quality, quantity, size, origin, ma- 
terial, content, preparation or.cura- 
tive or therapeutic effect) or credit 
terms, values, policies or services; 
and no retailer shall use advertis 
ing and-or selling methods which 
tend to deceive or mislead the cus- 
tomer. 

No retailer shall use advertising 
which refers inaccurately in any 
material particular to any competi- 
tor or his merchandise, prices, val- 
ues, credit terms, policies or ser- 
vices. 

No retailer shall use advertising 
which inaccurately lays claim to a 
pelicy or continuing practice of -ger- 
erally underselling competitors. 

No retailer shall secretly give 
anything of value to the employe 
or agent of a customer for the pur- 
pose of influencing a sale, or in 
furtherance of a sale render a bill 
or statement of account to the em- 
ploye, agent or customer which is 
inaccurate in any material particu- 
lar. 

No retailer shall place obstacles 
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2 to 8 minutes.

A Label. 


No retailer shall purchase, sell or 
exchange any merchandise manu- 
factured under a code of fair com- 
petition which requires such mer- 
chandise to bear an NRA label, un- 
less said merchandise bears #uch 
label. Any retailer rightfully pos- 
sessing the insigna of the NRA 
who has in stock or purchases sim- 
ilar merchandise which has been 
manufactured before the effective 
date of the code of fair competition 
requiring such merchandise to bear 
an NRA label may attach thereto 
the NRA insignia. 


Prison-Made Goods. 

Pending the formulation of a 
compact or code between the sev- 
eral states of the United States to 
insure the manufacture and sale of 
prison-made goods on a fair com- 
petitive basis with goods not so 
produced, the following provisions 
of this section will be stayed for 90 
days, or further at the discretion of 
the administrator: 

(a) Where any penal, reforma- 
tory or correctional institution, 
either by subscribing to the code 
or compact hereinbefore referred 
to, or by a binding agreement of 
any other nature, satisfies the ad- 
ministrator that merchandise pro- 
duced in such institution or by the

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NEGRO HOTEL WORKERS 
OF CITY FORM UNION 


President Says Employers Have 
Recognized Association, An 
Independent Group. 


Negro hotel employes of St. Louis 
organized a union under the NRA 
and independent of the American 
Federation of Labor at a mass 
meeting at the Phyllis Wheatley Y. 
W. C. .A., Lucas and Garrison ave- 
nues, last night. 

The union, sponsored by the Ur- 
ban League and to be known as the 
Negro Hotel Employes’ Assbdciation 
of St. Louis, has been recognized by 
the Hotel Men’s Association, ac- 
cording to P. C. Payne, who was 
elected president. Its program in- 
cludes that all employes are to be 
hired through the organization; 
that all disputes be submitted to a 
board composed of one employer, 
one employe, and one 
member, and that the hotels pro- 
vide, in some cases, better eating 
places for their employes. 
Proposal on Dues Turned Down. 
A proposal that dues for the or- 
ganization be collected out of the 
employes’ wages was rejected by 
the hotel men. A demand that no 
employe be discharged without suf- 
ficient cause and two weeks’ notice 
will be submitted to the arbitra- 
tion board, according to Payne. 
The organization is a “vertical 
union” and has in its membership 
all Negroes employed in hotels: 
maids, waiters, waitresses, house- 
men, bellboys, laundresses, chefs, 
janitors and maintenance men. 
There were about 125 present at 
the meeting last night and reports 
from only three hotels indicated 
90 paid-up members had been se- 
cured. Thére are between 1200 and 
1500 Negroes employed in hotels, 
according to John T. Clark, secre- 
tary of the Urban League. 

The organization at present has 
only members employed in hotels 
but Payne said that Negroes em- 
ployed in similar capacities in res- 
taurants and clubs would be ad- 
mitted. ‘ 

Head of Local Opposes Step. 

William McCyllom, president of 
the Colored Waiters’ Alliance, Lo- 
cal No, 353, an A. F. of L. affiliate, 
was present at the meeting to op- 
pose the organization of a new 
union. “We'll break this bunch up,” 
he said. 

Officers elected besides Payne, 
who is head waiter in the Coronado 
coffee shop, include S. R. Dun- 
leavy, headwaiter at the American, 
vice-president; J. W. Keyes, chef 
at the Gatesworth, secretary, and 
B. J. Harris, captain of room ser- 
vice at the Statler, treasurer. An 
executive board, composed of one 
member from each type of employe 
represented, was aiso elected.

Retail Trade Authority. 

The retail trade authority shall 
consist of the administrator or his 
deputy, and three members appoint- 
ed by the President of the United 
States, who shall advise and assist 
the administrator or his deputy. 
Members of the retail trade author- 
ity shall be members, without vote, 
of the National Retail Trade Coun- 
cil provided for hereinafter. 

The National Retail Trade Coun- 
cil shall consist of at least one, but 
not more than three, representa- 
tives from each major division of 
the retail trade presenting this code 
or hereafter subscribing to it, as 
the administrator shall designate.

T is not uncommon for the 

President to be “his own Sec- 

retary of State.” F. D. R., how- 
ever, has his eyes on the Treasury. 

Secretary Woodin—one of Roose- 
velt’s warmest friends — is little 
more than a figurehead. When in 
Washington he sits in on financial 
conferences, but he carries little 
weight. 

This is due to two reasons: (1) 
Woodin is not a financier; (2) his 
health is precarious. The Presi- 
dent does not want to burden him. 

Under-Secretary Dean Acheson, 
able lawyer, hard worker, is car- 
rying the full burden of directing 
the administrative functions of the 
department.

Would Have Women Plan 
Wardrobes in Advance and Be 
Careful About Beautifiers. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24. — Mra

To clothes, because she believes 
by properly planning their ward- 
robes in advance, women might 


help spread work for more people. 

To cosmetics, because she wishes 
the women of the country to be 
protected from certain beautifiers 
which are actually poisons, a con- 
dition recently brought to public 
attention by Rexford Tugwell, As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture. 

Mrs. Roosevelt spoke to her press 
conference in indorsement of the 
Copeland food and drug bill, draft- 
ed to correct the condition of which 
Tugwell complains. 

She passed around her conference 
a photograph from  Tugwell’s 
“chamber of horrors,” an exhibit 
now being assembled at the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to be taken 
before committee hearings on the 
Copeland bill at the next session 
of Congress. It showed a woman 
permanently blinded by one appli- 
cation of an eye-brow and lash dye. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s suggestions for 
making clothes purchases spread 
work, were less clear cut. She ad- 
mitted she was more or less feeling 
her way on the stbject. But she 
recalled how, months ago, she had 
as vaguely wondered if clothes 
couldn’t be labeled to show they 
were made under good working 
conditions, adding—“and the NRA 
brought us labels!” 

“If it would keep people em- 
ployed, I believe women could think 
in August what they would want 
for their wardrobes in November,” 
said Mrs. Roosevelt. 

“Personally, I have always been 
so busy, I have had to plan ahead. 
I’ve gone over my wardrobe in ad- 
vance, written down what I wanted, 
and gone and got what I wanted.” 

In speedy assembling of a ward- 
robe, the President’s wife placed 
the quality of decision as of first 
importance. Settling what is want- 
ed in advance, she said, prevents 
“just wandering for hours and 
hours.”

A nation-wide campaign by the 
National Federation of Music Clubs 


to stimulate interest in classical 
music so as to provide jobs for un- 


employed musicians is one of the 
ways the organization is going to 
assist the NRA, Mrs. John Alexan- 
der Jardine, national president, 
said yesterday. 

The other way will be to fill in 
the leisure caused by shorter hours 
with cultural musical programs, es- 
pecially in rural districts where 
there are fewer opportunities to 
hear good music. A development of 
choral and choir festivals is con- 
templated by the federation, Mrs, 
Jardine said. 

Mrs. Jardine is in St. Louis at- 
tending the federation’s semi-an- 
nual meeting of the board of direc- 
tors, the national council of dis- 
trict and state presidents, and the 
national conference. 

“We are urging a 50-50 chance for 
the American musician, composer 
and artist in obtaining employ- 
ment,” Mrs. Jardine said, “and are 
asking all geoncert bureaus to book 
one American artist somewhere 
when one foreign artist is booked.” 
“We believe that discrimination has 
been shown against the American in 
the musical field. When we ask a 
chance for our musicians we do not 
mean discrimination. Music should 
be lifted above tariff embargo ana 
judged by its merits alone. But we 
feel that the American music-giver 
has not had his chance. 

“In order to develop a greater 
interest in string quartet music by 
influencing the organization 
American ensembles, we are going 
to request that wherever a foreign 
string quartet appears, an Amer- 
ican group will present a concért 
at a later date. We can then de 
velop our own chamber music.” " 
Through benefit concerts last year 
the federation’s club at Bismarck, 
N. D., was able to raise funds to 
continue musical education in the 
schools there when the budget was 
not able to, Mrs. Jardine said. 
“We are interested only in cul- 
tural music,” declared Mrs. Jardine. 
“If we can put better music in 
schools and make it a part of the 
life of all students, and then create 
a taste for finer music throughout 
the country, we think this Mm itself 
will defeat jazz. Good music speaks 
for itself and the person who hears 
and enjoys it does not have to be 
reminded that jazz is not good mu- 
sic.” 

A number of speakers will appear 
before the federation today at the 
national conference, The meeting 
will close tomorrow night with a 
church music forum at Second 
Presbyterian Church, 4501 Westmin- 
ster avenue.

had held 83 per cent of the stock 
in the St. Louis American League 
Club, said there was no problem 
and that the disposition of the 
property would be entirely in the 
hands of Mr. Ball’s family. 

While conjecture continued as to 
whether the estate would put the 
property on the market or operate 
the club with its present organiza- 
tion until improved business condi- 
tions might make possible a more 
advantageous sale, prominent base- 
ball men were gathered here to pay 
their last respects to the game's 
outstanding fighting man.

HE outright sale of the prop- 

erty at this time is not likely 
to be a simple matter. That’s be- 
cause the real estate is owned by 
one company and the baseball 
players and franchise by another.

Estimate Board Approves Also 
Spending of $50,000 to Eliminate — 
Grade Crossing. 

A bill appropriating $80,000 for 
cleaning the interior-and exterior 
of the City Hall, Municipal Courts 
Building, City Jail and Children’s 
Building, was approved today by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment.

The Jump Leeway Raise in 
a Minor Suit 

HEN your partner opens the 
W nicaing with a minor suit and 

you bid three in that suit, you 
are telling him 
that though you 
probably hope i 
that the hand } 
can be played 
at three no 
trumps if no 
slam can be de- 
veloped, you 
are prepared to 
take him to five 
in his minor 
suit should no 
trumps not be 
accepta ble. 
Therefore your 
hand should be 
almost a trick stronger than if a 
major suit were involved, since you 
are undertaking to furnish a rea- 
sonably safe play for a contract 
which, for game purposes, will be 
a trick higher if the hand cannot 
be played in no trumps. This con- 
sideration is extremely helpful in 
Many aspects. It enables a part- 
nership to decide between three no 
trumps and five in the suit with 
the greater amount of precision 
which is needed for this decision. 
The difference between losing two 
tricks and‘losing four really in- 
volves a different bidding problem 
than that between losing four and 
losing three, which is what we had 
to deal with in major-suit jump 
raises. In other words, in close 
hands (those in or near the slam 
zone should be safe in either bid), 
we must not get beyond three no 
trumps unless we have exhausted 
every possibility of playing the hand 
with reasonable safety in three no 
trumps. If we do get beyond that 
contract, we cannot, after a jump 
raise, stop at four in the suit—we 
must go on to five. Many hands 
play a trick better—or safer—in 
four odd of a major suit than in 
three no trumps but comparatively 
very few play better at five in the 
suit than three no trumps. There- 
fore when the responding hand 
gives the information that if neces- 
sary he is willing to contract for 
five in the minor suit, he must have 
the goods to deliver. Otherwise the 
partnership i: too apt to gamble on 
no trumps when the sure thing is 
in the suit contract.

If the opener’s second 
bid covers the sole unprotected 
holding in your hand, take the 
strain off him and bid three no 
trumps, thereby saying that your 
first simple raise was in one sense 
an underbid. If there is a slam, 
you will now develop it safely, It 
will, of course, be because the open- 
ing bidder is so strong that he sees 
the losers vanish like snowflakes 
in the tropics, although you could 
not. on the first round bid a one- 
over-one in a major or two no 
trumps. 

(b) If your partner’s opening bid 
was made third or fourth hand, the 
fact that yeu had passed shows a 
certain limit to your hand. How- 
ever, even with a maximum pass I 
favor the simple raise only (assum- 
ing that your hand did not permit 
you to respond with a suit take- 
out or two no trumps) because your 
partner may have bid his hand 
rather than his suit.

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OMEN who attended the an-
